EDITOR TO BE PROSECUTED 


Attorney General Is Considering 


Form of Procedure. 


Washington, 
Doe. 
15.— President 
Roosevelt today transmitted to eon 
gress a special message regarding the 
charges published by certain newspa 
pers that several Americans profited 
by the purchase of the property of the 
Panam a 
Canal 
company of France. 
The text of the message follows: 


Special Message to the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 
In view of the constant reiteration 
Of tire assertion that there was some 
Corrupt action by or 011 behalf of the 
United States government in connec­ 
tion with the acquisition of the title 
of the French company to the Pan­ 
ama canal, and of the repetition of the 
story that a syndicate of American 
citizens owned either one or both of 
the Panama companies, I deem it wise 
to submit to tlie congress all the in­ 
formation I have on the subject. These 
stories were first brought to my at 
tention as published in a p a p e r in In­ 
dianapolis, called the News, edited by 
Mr. Delav&n Smith. 
The stories were 
Scurrilous and libelous in character 
and false in every essential particu­ 
lar. 
Mr. Smith shelters himself be­ 
hind the excuse that he merely ac­ 
cepted the statements which had ap­ 
peared in a paper published in New 
York, the World, owned by Mr. Jo s­ 
eph Pulitzer. 
it is idle to sav that the known 
Character of 
Mr. 
Pulitzer and 
his 
newspaper are such that the state­ 
ments in that paper will be believed 
by nobody; unfortunately, thousands 
cf persons are ill informed in. this 
respect and 
believe the statements 
they see in print, even though they 
appear in a newspaper published by 
Mr. Pulitzer. 
A member of the con­ 
gress has actually introduced a reso­ 
lution In reference to these charges 
and 1 thereiore lay all the facts be­ 
fore you. 


Sums Up Newspaper Charges. 


The 
story 
repeated 
at 
various 
times by the World and by its fol­ 
lowers in the newspaper press is sub­ 
stantially as 
follows: 
That 
there 
was corruption by or on behalf of the 
government of the United States in 
the transaction by which the Panama 
canal property was acquired from its 
French owners; that there were im­ 
proper dealings of 
some 
kind 
be­ 
tween agents of the government and 
outside persons, representing or act­ 
ing lor an American syndicate which 
bad gotten possession of the French 
company; that among these persons, 
who. 
it 
was 
alleged, made "huge 
profits," were Mr. ( ’harles P. Taft, a 
brother of Mr. W illiam H. Taft, then 
candidate for the presidency, and Mr. 
Douglas Robinson, my brother-in-law; 
that 
Mr. Cromwell, the counsel for 
the Panama Canal company in the 
negotiations, was in some way impli­ 
cated with the United States govern­ 
ment authorities in these Important 
transactions; 
that 
the 
government 
has concealed the true facts and has 
destroyed, or procured or agreed to 
the destruction of. certain documents; 
that Mr. W. H. Taft was secretary of 
war at the time; that by an agree­ 
ment between ihe United States gov­ 
ernment and the beneficiaries of tlie 
deal all traces thereof were “ wiped 
cut" by transferring all tile archives 
and secrets to the American govern­ 
ment just before tile holding of the 
convention last June and at which 
Mr. Taft was nominated. 
The state­ 
ments sometimes 
appeared 
in edi­ 
torials, sometimes in the news col­ 
umns, sometimes in the shape of con 
tributions from individuals either un­ 
known of or known to be of bad char­ 
acter. 
They are false in every partic­ 
ular from 
beginning 
to end. 
The 
wickedness of the slanders is only 
surpassed by their fatuity. 


Brands Stories Utterly Baseless. 


So utterly baseless are the stories 
that apparently they represent in part 
merely m aterial 
collected 
for cam­ 
paign purposes and in part stories 
originally concocted with a view of 
possible blackmail. 
The inventor of the story about Mr. 
Charles P. Taft, for Instance, evident­ 
ly supposed that at some period of 
the Panam a purchase Mr. W. H. Taft 
secretary of 
wmr, whereas, in 
reality, Mr. W . H. Taft never became 
secretary of war until long after the 
w hole transaction 
in question 
had 
been closed.

• tory about Mr, Dougla* Roblndon had ! 
not taken tha trouble to find out the 
fact that Mr. Robinson had not had 
the slightest connection, directly or 
indirectly, of any kind or sort with 
any phase of the Panama transaction 
from beginning to end. 
The men who 
attacked Mr. Root in the matter had 
not taken the trouble to read the pub j 
11c documents which wonld have in- , 
formed them that Mr. Root had noth- j 
tng to do with the purchase, w’hich j 
was entirely arranged through the do- ) 
partment of Justice under the then at 1 
to riey general, Mr. K*.ox. 


String of Infamous Libels. 


Now, these stories, as a matter of 
fact, need no Investigation whatever. 
No shadow of proof has been, or can 
be. produced on behalf of any of them I 
They consist simply of a string of in­ 
famous libels. 
In form, they are in 
pari libels upon individuals, upon Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Robinson for instance. ! 
But they are in fact wholly and In 
form partly a libel upon the United 
Btat.es government. 
I do not believe 
we should concern ourselves with the 
particular individuals who wrote the 
lying and libelous editorials, articles 
from correspondents, or articles in | 
the news columns. 
The real offender j 
Mr. Joseph 
Pulitzer, editor and 
proprietor of the World. 
W h ile the 
criminal offense of whirh Mr. Pulitzer 
has been guilty Is In form a libel upon 
individuals the great injury done is in 
blackening 
the good 
name of 
the 1 
American people; it should not be left 
to the private citizen to sue Mr. Pulit­ 
zer for libel. 
He should be prose­ 
cuted for libel by the government au­ 
thorities. 
In point of encouragement 
of Iniquity, in 
point of infamy, of 
wrong doing, there 
Is 
nothing 
to 
choose between a public servant who 
betrays his trust, a 
public servant 
who is guilty of blackmail, or theft, 
or financial dishonesty of any kind, 
and a man guilty as Mr. Joseph Pu­ 
litzer has been guilty in this instance. 
It is therefore a high national duty to 
bring to justice this villifier of the 
American people, this man who wan­ 
tonly and wickedly and without one j 
shadow 
of 
Justification 
seeks 
to 
blacken 
the character of 
reputable 
private citizens and to convict the 
government of his own country in the 
eyes of the civilized world of wrong­ 
doing of the basest and foulest kind, 
w hen he has not one shadow of Jus- 1 
tification of any sort of description 
for the charge he has made.

the president and other officers of the 
United States printed in senate docu­ 
ment No. 34, Dec. 10, 1902; also to ! 
the copy of the official proceedings of 
the new Panama Canal company at 
Paris on Dec. 30, 1903, together with 
a report of the council of administra- j 
tion of that company, printed in sen- j 
ate document No. 133, Jan. 28, 1904; | 
and to the copy of the general con- \ 
veyance by tin* new Panama Canal 
company to the United States, also 
copies of certain telegrams from the 
president of the company making an 
offer of sale and Attorney General 
Kr.ox’s cablegram in response, print- ! 
ed in senate document No. 285, March 
23, 1906. 
I call your attention further­ 
more to 
the exhaustive 
testimony j 
recorded In public document, senate 
document 
No. 401, Fifty-ninth 
con­ 
gress, second session, which contains 
the searching investigation into the 
whole transaction made by congress 
for its information and fully consid­ 
ered by t lie congress before it took 
action. 


Authority Granted by Congress. 


In the act approved June 29, 1902, 
“ To provide for the construction of a 
canal connecting the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans,” the con 
gress provided as follows: 
“ That the president of the United 
States h 
hereby authorized 
to 
ac­ 
quire, for and on behalf of the United 
States, at a cost not exceeding $4(),- 
000,OOP, tlie 
rights, privileges, fran 
chises. concessions, grants of land, 
right of way, unfinished work, plants 
and other property, real, personal and 
mixed, of every 
name and nature, 
owned by the new Panama Canal com­ 
pany of France on the isthmus of 
Panama, and 
all 
its 
maps, plans, 
drawings and records on the isthmus 
of Panama and in Paris, including all 
the capital stock, not less, however, 
than 
68,863 
shares of the 
Panama 
Railroad company, owned by or held 
for the use of the said canal com­ 
pany, provided a satisfactory title to 
all of said property can be obtained.” 
It thereupon became the duty of the 
president, in execution of this statute, 
to 
purchase 
the 
property 
specified 
from the new Panama Canal company 
of France, provided he could obtain a 
satisfactory title. 
The department of 
$ Justice was instructed to examine the 
title and after such examination At­ 
torney General Knox reported that a 
satisfactory title could be obtained. 
Payment of the purchase price was 
thereupon made to the new Panama 
Canal company in accordance with 
the act of congress and the property 
was conveyed by that company to the 
United States. 
It was no concern of 
the president or of any officer of the 
executive department to inquire as U 


wha t the new Pa na ma Ca na l co mpa ny 
did with the mo ney which it received. 


Money Divided by French Court. 


As s matter of fact the New Pan­ 
a ma Canal company did distribute the 
money between its shareholders and 
the 
shareholders 
of 
the 
preceding 
Panama Canal company In accordance : 
with the decree of a French court and 
the records of the French court show 
who were the shareholders who re- ' 
ceived the money. 
But that is no 1 
concern of ours. 
I call your attention to the accom­ 
panying statement as to the attempt 
to form an American company In 1899 
for the purpose of taking over the 
property of the French company. This 
attempt proved abortive, 
There was 
no concealment In its effort to put 
through this plan, its complete failure 
and abandonment being known to ev­ 
ery one. 
The Important points sot 
forth 
in 
the accompanying 
papers 
and in the papers to which I have re­ 
ferred you are as follows; 
The Inves­ 
tigation of the history of physical con 
dition and existing value of the enter­ 
prise by the congress, resulting In the 
enactment of the law of 1902 authoriz­ 
ing the president to acquire the prop 
erty for the sum of $40,000,000, 
upon 
securing a satisfactory title and there­ 
upon to undertake the work of con­ 
struction; the failure of the Am eri­ 
canization of the enterprise In 1899; 
the transmission by me to the con­ 
gress from time to time of full In­ 
formation and advice as to the rela­ 
tions of this government to transit 
across the 
isthmus 
and 
under the 
treaties; as to the negotiations and 
final acquisition of the title and later 
as to the progress and condition of 
the work of construction; the previ­ 
ous authorization of the sale to the 
United States by the stockholders of 
the new company and their subse­ 
quent 
ratification; 
the 
examination 
snd 
approval 
of the 
title 
hy 
Mr. 
Knox: the arrangement for payment 
through T. P. Morgan & Co. as the 
fiscal agen*s of this government, and 
the payment accordingly at the Bank 
of 
France 
upon 
proper official 
re­ 
ceipts to the liquidators acting under 
the decree of the French court, the 
French government and body having 
Jurisdiction 
in 
the matter; 
and. fi­ 
nally, the subsequent apportionment 
and distribution of the fund to the 
creditors and stockholders of the twro 
companies under that decree. 


Knox Managed the Deal. 


The 
canal 
transaction 
was 
n du­ 
ally carried through not by either the 
secretary of state, Mr. John Hay, or 
the then secretary of war, Mr. Elihu 
Root, both of whom, however, were 
cognizant of all the essential features, 
but by the then attorney general, Mr. 
P. C. Knox, at present senator from 
Pennsylvania. 
I directed or approved 
every action and am responsible for 
all that was done in carrjing out the 
w ill of the congress and the provi­ 
sions of the law enacted by congress 
after exhaustive examination and dis­ 
cussion 
were scrupulously 
complied 
with hy the executive. 
W hile the 
transaction was pending I saw 
Mr. 
Cromwell but two or three times and 
my communications with 
him were 
limited to the exchange of purely for­ 
mal courtesies. 
Secretary Hay occa­ 
sionally saw him in the same manner. 
I doubt whether Mr. Root held any 
conversation with him. 
The attorney 
general saw him frequently, as he was 
counsel for the Panama company, and 
their communications were official a s 
representing the two sides. 
I enclose 
copies of my correspondence with Mr. 
W illiam 
Dudley 
Foulke, 
who 
first 
brought these scandalous stories to 
my attention, and w hich Senator Knox 
and Mr. Cromwell, to whom I wrote 
in response to the request of a gentle­ 
man who wished to know about the 
Stockholders in 
the Panama 
Canal 
company. 
The title to the Panama 
canal 
properties was 
vested in the 
new 
Panama 
Canal company 
of 
France, which was the legal owner 
thereof, and the old or so called De 
Lesseps company had a large equity 
therein. 
The title was not in a New 
Jersey company nor any other Am er­ 
ican company, nor did this govern 
ment 
have any 
dealings with 
any 
American 
company 
through 
the af­ 
fair. 
The exact legal status, to the 
most 
minute details, appears In the 
exhaustive opinion of Attorney Gen 
eral Knox, approving the title to be 
given to 
the United 
States, which 
clearly 
established 
that 
the 
only 
party dealt with was the new Panama 
Canal company of France (with the 
concurrence of the liquidator of the 
old company) and not any American 
corporation or syndicate. 


Not Interested in Shareholders. 


The action of the United 
States 
government was, of 
course, wholly 
uninfluenced by, and had nothing to 
do whatever with, any question as to 
who were, or who had been, the se 
curity holders of either the new or the 
old 
company. 
W ho 
such 
security 
holders were was not our affair. 
If, 
as a matter of fact, the (anal com 
panics, either or both, had been owned 
by American citizens or by citizens 
of any other nationality it would not 
have altered in the slightest degree 
the action taken by this government. 
Our concern was to get the canal 
property 
which 
was owned by the 
French company and to see that the 
title was clear. 
Our transactions were 
carried 011 openly and were published 
in detail and we dealt solely (so far 
as the interests of the old Panama 
company were concerned) 
with the 
liquidator appointed 
by the 
proper 
French governmental body, the civil 
tribunal of the Seine, and in accord 
ance with the decree of this same 
tribunal, with the new Panama Canal 
company, which also went into liqui­ 
dation upon the sale to the United 
States. 
All 
our 
transactions 
were 
carried on openly and were published 
In detail. 
The distribution of our payment of 


$40,000,000 
follows the a wa rd of a rbi­ 


trators chosen by tha new company 
and the liquidator authorized by the 
decree of the same civil tribunal of 
the Seine and providing for a deter­ 
mination of the proportionate division 
between the new and old companies 
W e paid the money through the New 
York banking house of Messrs. J, P. 
Morgan &. Co., acting as fiscal agents 
of this government, Into the Bank of 
France in Paris, 
The 
receipts and 
accounts of our treasury department 
•how the payment of the money into 
the Bank 01 France and account for 
the money being 
paid over 
to the 
liquidator 
appointed 
by 
the 
civil 
tribunal of the Seine and to the new 
Panama Canal 
company of 
France, 
the proportion of the $40,000,000 being 
128,600,000 francs to the liquidator of 
the old company and 77,400,000 francs 
to the new Panama Canal company of 
France in liquidation. 


Followed Decree of French Court. 


In these payments we followed to 
the letter the decree of the govern­ 
mental tribunal of France which had 
the authority to make such a decree, 
the civil tribunal of the Seine. 
W e 
had neither desire nur authority to 
go behind this decree of this proper 
governme 
>1 body, as ail the con­ 
flicting rights of the security holders 
of both companies had been settled 
by the decree of said court by ratifi­ 
cation of the arbitration which result­ 
ed In that division. 
I wish to make as 
clear as possible, and as emphatic as 
possible, the statement that we did 
not have anything to do with the dis­ 
tribution of a dollar of the $40,000,000 
we paid as regards any stockholders 
or bondholders of the French com­ 
panies, save that we followed out the 
award of the arbitrators appointed In 
accordance with 
the decree of the 
French court which had dealt with 
the subject in awarding a certain pro­ 
portion to the old company and a cer­ 
tain proportion to the new’ company. 
Any question concerning the stock­ 
holders, bondholders or other bene­ 
ficiaries of the proceeds of sale was 
purely a question for the civil tribunal 
of the Seine, the French governmental 
body, with which this nation has noth­ 
ing whatever to do. 
I 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
there 
was not the slightest need for Mr. 
Cromwell to give any information on 
the subject 
of 
the companies 
for 
which 
he had 
been counsel. 
This 
government has no concern with Mr. 
1 Crom well’s 
relation 
to 
these 
com­ 
panies or either of them, or with the 
amount of his professional compen­ 
sation; it was not the affair of this 
government to inquire who were the 
security 
holders of 
the companies. 
Nevertheless, Mr, Cromwell, of 
his 
own accord, lias submitted to me, to­ 
gether with a copy of his statement 
published on the U th inst., and which 
I transmit herewith, a full list of the 
stockholders of the new’ Panama Ca­ 
nal company of France on Jan. 15, 
1900 (numbering over 6 ,000), and a 
list of all stockholders who were pres­ 
ent at a special meeting of the com­ 
pany held Feb. 28. 1902, immediately 
after the cable offer of the company 
was made to the United States (Jan . 
9-11, 
1902,) 
to accept the appraise­ 
ment of $40.000,000 made by the isth­ 
mian canal commission and to sell 
for said sum the Panama canal con­ 
cessions and other property and the 
shares of the Panam a Railroad com­ 
pany. 
He has also furnished me a 
certified copy of the final report of 
the liquidator of the old 
company, 
which was tiled on June 25 last and 
formally approved by the civil tribunal 
of the Seine, together with a sum­ 
mary account 
prepared 
and signed 
by said liquidator as late as the 24th 
ult. 


Resolutions Ratifying Sale. 


I also transmit a translation of the 
two resolutions, with the vote upon 
them, adopted at a meeting of the 
stockholders 
of 
the 
new 
company 
held on April 23, 1904, for the purpose 
of finally ratifying the sale. 
All these 
documents I herewith transmit as a 
part 
of 
this message. 
It 
appears 
from them that the creditors of the 
old company number 226,296, parties 
who have received dividends out of 
the funds 011 the hands of the liqui­ 
dator, who. In his letter, states that in 
this present month of December the 
second and last contribution to the 
creditors will be begun and that the 
average dividend heretofore paid to 
each individual 
was 782 
francs, or 
$156. 
No payment whatever was or 
will be made upon the stock of the 
old 
company, as 
It 
wras 
worthless 
from the day De Lesseps failed, and 
this cuts out from consideration all 
misleading 
statements 
regarding 
a 
possible purchase by anybody of the 
stock of the old Panama Canal com­ 
pany. 
Tt has not received and w ill 
not receive a penny. Even upon bond­ 
ed Indebtedness the dividend, I am 
thus informed, will amount in the ag­ 
gregate to only about 10 per cent. 
It 
likewise plainly appears that this dis­ 
tribution hy the liquidator of the old 
company has been openly conducted 
at his office at 
Paris, No. 50 Rue 
Etienne 
Marcel, 
where all 
the re­ 
ceipts, accounts and records of his 
payments are on file. 


New Company in Liquidation. 


The new Panam a Canal company 
of France is in liquidation. 
As the 
accompanying papers set forth this 
liquidated 
company received 
as its 
proportion of the sum of $40,000,000 
the sum of 77.400,000 francs and this 
amount was distributed by the liqui­ 
dation in three payments through four 
leading hanks of Paris, covering a 
period of the past four years, and to 
shareholders numbering about 6,000. 
Every step of the transaction was not 
only taken publicly but was, contem­ 
poraneously therewith, advertised In 
the financial papers of France and 
the banks making the payments took 
the proper receipts from all the par­ 
ties to whom payments were made, as 
is customary in such cases. 
The cap­ 
ital of the new Panam a Canal com­ 
pa ny of France was 65,000,000 fra ncs 


and 
the 
distribution 
thus 
made 
amounted to about 130 francs on each 
share of 100 francs. 
No dividends 
were paid during the ten years of the 
company’s existence, 
it therefore re­ 
sulted that the shareholders only re­ 
covered their original investment with 
annual Interest of about 3 per cent. 
The accounts and 
records 
of 
this 
liquidation, which was concluded in 
Jun e last, are on deposit with the 
Credit Lyonnaise of Paris, as a proper 
custodian of the same, appointed upon 
such liquidation. 


Inspection Denied Stranger. 


Recently a request was made by a 
private individual to inspect the rec­ 
ords of these payments, but answer 
was made by the custodians that they 
sa w no proper reason for granting 
such request hy a stranger and, inas­ 
much as there Ih not the slightest 
ground for suspicion of any bad faith 
in the transaction, it 
hardly seems 
worth while to make the request, but 
if 
the congress desires I 
have no 
doubt that on the request of our am­ 
bassador in Paris the lists of individ­ 
uals will be shown him. 
As a matter 
of fact there is nothing whatever in 
which this government is Interested 
to investigate about this transaction. 
So far as this government is con­ 
cerned every step of the slightest Im­ 
portance has been made public by its 
executive and every 
step taken in 
France has there been made public 
by the proper officials. 
The congress took the action It did 
take after the most minute and ex­ 
haustive examination and discussion 
and the executive carried out the di­ 
rection ot the congress to the letter. 
Eve ry act of this government, every 
act for which this government had 
the slightest 
responsibility, was 
in 
pursuance of the act of the congress 
here and following out the decree of 
the civil 
tribunal 
of the Seine in 
France. 
Furthermore, 
through 
the 
entire 
voluntary act of Mr. Cromwell, I am 
now able to present to you full infor­ 
mation as to these actions In France 
with which this government did not 
have any concern and which are set 
forth in the accompanying papers. 


Value Fixed by Commission. 


It may be well to recall that the 
new Panama Canal company of France 
did not itself propose to fix the fig­ 
ures, $40,000,000, as the valuation of 
the 
canal 
and 
railroad 
properties. 
That sum was first fixed by our isth­ 
mian canal commission in its reports 
to the congress after tw’o years of in­ 
vestigation and personal Inspection of 
all the properties and w’ork already 
done whereby the properties and the 
work done were in detail appraised 
at that sum as their value to the 
United States. 
The French company 
steadily refused for over two years to 
make any offer whatever in answer to 
the many written requests of the isth­ 
mian canal commission; and when its 
president did approach the question 
of price it was on the basis of $109,- 
000,000. 
Later, under conditions not 
necessary now to rehearse, the com­ 
pany, by cable, accepted the appraise­ 
ment of $40,000,000 made by our com­ 
mission. 
This government, therefore, 
acquired all the properties and con­ 
cessions, both of canal and railroad, 
at its own valuation and price, the 
congress approving the price and au 
thorizing 
the 
expenditure 
of 
the 
money after the most exhaustive ex­ 
amination and discussion. 
I transmit herewith lists of the doc­ 
uments in the possession of the de­ 
partment of state, the department of 
justice and the department of w’ar so 
that, if the congress sees fit, it may 
direct that they be printed. They are, 
and always have been, open to the 
examination of any member of the 
congress. 
There is no object in print­ 
ing them, but there is also no objec­ 
tion to printing them, sa\e that it is 
a useless expense. 
I also transmit a list of the docu­ 
ments furnished hy Mr. Cromwell.

Inventor Has Doubled Tim e of Talk­ 
ing Machine Records. 


Thomas A. Edison has been wizard- 
ing again.

One of the criticism s of the phono­ 
graph has been that the present rec­ 
ords are too short, running only about 
two minutes. 
A small army of in­ 
ventors in the phonograph trade has 
been at work to increase the time 
that the records run with an ultimate 
end of reproducing the music of the 
entire act of an opera. 
Edison, w’ith 
a corps of assistants, has been par­ 
ticularly active in this direction and 
while the talking machine w ill not 
now’ be able to record an act as yet 
the fact that four minutes of song or 
music can be taken on the cylinder 
is a marked improvement. 
Despite the fun that has heen poked 
at the inventor for his upnerete house 
molds, by which he expPbts to build a 
Rtiouse in twenty-four hours or more, 
Mr. Edison 
believes 
firmly in 
the 
proposition. 
He says his scheme is 
entirely practical and he will demon­ 
strate it before long. 
The stories that 
the wizard intends 
to retire 
from 
active inventing are not believed at 
Orange. N. J., for his Intimates say 
that it is Impossible for him to quit 
work. Edison’s thoroughness in things 
was shown when at work on the elec­ 
tric light. 
He spent $100,000 In hunt­ 
ing for bamboo alone, sending men to 
all parts of

ed by a dense crowd of people, who 
bad gathered out. of curiosity.

precautions had been taken to pre­ 
vent the public from crowding the 
platforms and as the train steamed 
Into the depot 
the president was 
greeted with shouts of “Long live 
Castro.” 
There was a general lift­ 
ing of hats and much cheering. 
The Venezuelan charge d’affaires at 
Berlin, Senor Veloz-Goiticcan, Senor 
Nachod, the consul at Berlin, and oth­ 
er prom inent Venezuelans had the 
greatest difficulty in making their way 
to the entrance to the car where Cas­ 
tro was standing, waiting to descend. 
The president, although having the 
appearance of a sick man, was full of 
energy. As soon as the train came 
to a standstill he stepped out quickly 
and cordially embraced Senors Veloz 
and Nachod. T he consul read a short 
address of welcome and the president 
apparently was about to reply when 
auother train dashed in at the oppo­ 
site platform with such a deafening 
noise th at his efforts to speak was in 
rain. 
Further cheering broke out as the 
president’s wife and the fifteen other 
members of his party descended the 
laloon steps. 
They then left the sta- 
tton and found draw n up outside sev- 
iral motor cars which were elaborate­ 
ly decorated with Venezuelan flags. 
In these they drove to the Hotel Es­ 
planade. 
The corridor of the hotel 
Bras crowded when they arrived and a 
Band struck up the Venezuelan hymn 
as President Castro, with his wife on 
his arm, entered.

Francis J. Heney, chief prosecutor 
In the San Francisco g raft eases and 
assistant district attorney, who was 
recently shot In the head by Morris 
H aas, bas become fam ous in the west 
as a tighter of graft and grafters, and 
be has had one other narrow escape 
from death. 
Ile attracted the atten ­ 
tion of United States Attorney Gen­ 
eral Knox in 1901, when Honey was 
defending United States Judge N yes 
before the supreme court of the Unit­ 
ed States when the judge w as involved 
lh the Nome ring scandui. 
Honey’s a r­ 
gum ent so impressed Mr. Knox that 
he offered him an appointm ent as spe­ 
cial prosecutor in the Oregon laud 
fraud cases. 
Heney w as then thirty- 
eight years old and had a fair prac­ 
tice. 
He took the appointm ent and 
prosecuted the g rafters in the land 
fraud cases so successfully that when 
San Francisco aw akened to the reali­ 
sation th a t it w as g raft ridden he was 
called upon to act as a special prose­ 
cutor there, and a fund of $100,000 
w as contributed for bim with which 
to begin work 
F r a u d s Joseph Heney, the son of an 
Irishm an, was born in Lima, N. Y., on 
M arch 17, 1859. 
His family moved to 
San Francisco Iii 1803. and there he 
lived 
his boyhood in the south of 
M arket district, known then, as now, 
as the rendezvous for wild gangs of 
youngsters who knew no fear or limit 
to their deviltry. 
The husky young­ 
ste r learned to fight before he learned 
to read. 
Later, when he knew how to 
read and was cram m ing his head full 
of preparatory stuff for the matricula­ 
tion exam inations at the University of 
California, he did not forget how to 
fight. 
He entered the university at 
Berkeley with the class of ’82. 
Heney never knew w hat fear meant 
and w as alw ays ready for trouble. 
As 
a young man, after being graduated 
from the University of California, be 
practiced law In Tucson, Ariz. 
He 
w as of such fighting nature in bis 
practice th at he made enemies of the 
evil types of Tucsonites, so he bought 
himself a modern magazine revolver, 
had a special pocket built in bls trou­ 
sers for it, so that he would not be 
ham pered by his coattails in bringing 
it into action, and pursued the even 
tenor of bis way.

Says Newspaper Charges Are 


Infamous Libels. 


EDITOR TO OE PROSECUTED 


Attorney General Is Considering 


Form of Procedure. 


W ashington, 
Doc. 
15.—President 
Roosevelt today transmitted to con 
gress a special message regarding the 
Charges published by certain newspa 
pere that several Americans profited 
toy the purchase of the property of the 
Panam a Canal company of France. 
The text of the message follows: 
6pedal Message to the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 
In view of the constant reiteration 
Of the assertion that there was some 
corrupt action by or on behalf of the 
United States government In connec­ 
tion with the acquisition of the title 
Of the French company to the Pan­ 
ama canal, and of the repetition of the 
•tory that a syndicate of American 
citizens owned either one or both of 
the Panama companies, I deem it wise 
to submit to the congress all the in­ 
formation I have on the subject. These 
•tories were first brought to my at­ 
tention as published in a paper In In­ 
dianapolis, called the News, edited by 
Mr. Delavan Smith. The stories were 
Scurrilous and libelous in character 
and false in every essential particu­ 
lar. 
Mr. Smith shelters himself be­ 
hind the excuse that he merely ac­ 
cepted the statements which had ap­ 
peared in a paper published in New 
York, the World, owned by Mr. Jos­ 
eph Pulitzer. 
It is idle to say that the known 
Character of 
Mr. Pulitzer and his 
newspaper are such that the state­ 
ments in that paper will be believed 
by nobody; unfortunately, thousands 
o f persons are ill informed in. this 
respect and 
believe the statements 
they see in print, even though they 
appear in a newspaper published by 
Mr. Pulitzer. 
A member of the con­ 
gress has actually introduced a reso­ 
lution in reference to these charges 
and I therefore lay all the facts be­ 
fore you. 


Sums Up Newspaper Charges. 
The 
story 
repeated 
at 
various i 
times by the World and by its fol­ 
lowers in the newspaper press is sub­ 
stantially as 
follows: 
That 
there 
was corruption by or on behalf of the 
government of the United States in j 
the transaction by which the Panama 
j 
canal property was acquired from its ! 
French owners; that there were im­ 
proper dealings of 
some 
kind 
be- 
tw cen agents of the government and 
outside persons, representing or act­ 
ing tor an American syndicate which 
had gotten possession of the French 
company; that among these persons, 
who, it 
was 
alleged, made "huge 
profits,” were Mr. Charles P. Taft, a 
brother of Mr. William H. Taft, then 
candidate for the presidency, and Mr. 
Douglas Robinson, my brother-in-law; 
that Mr. Cromwell, the counsel for 
the Panama Canal company in the 
Begotiations, was in some way impli­ 
cated with the United States govern­ 
ment authorities in these important 
transactions; 
that the 
government 
has concealed the true facts and has 
destroyed, or procured or agreed to 
the destruction of. certain documents; 
that Mr. W. H. Taft was secretary of 
war at the time; that by an agree­ 
ment between the United States gov­ 
ernm ent and the beneficiaries of the 
deal all traces thereof were "wiped 
©ut” by transferring all the archives 
and secrets to the American govern­ 
ment just before the holding of the 
convention last June and at which 
Mr. Taft was nominated. 
The state- 
iments sometimes 
appeared 
in edi­ 
torials, sometimes in the news col­ 
umns, sometimes in the shape of con 
tributions from individuals either un­ 
known of or known to be of bad char­ 
acter. They are false in every partic­ 
ular from 
beginning to end. 
The 
wickedness of the slanders is only 
surpassed by their fatuity. 
Brands Stories Utterly Baseless. 
So utterly baseless are the stories 
th at apparently they represent in part 
merely m aterial collected 
for cam­ 
paign purposes and in part stories 
originally concocted with a view of 
possible blackmail. 
The inventor of the story about Mr. 
Charles P. Taft, for instance, evident­ 
ly supposed that at some period of 
the Panama purchase Mr. W. H. Taft 
wa« secretary of war, whereas, in 
reality, Mr. W. H. Taft never became 
secretary of war until long after the 
whole transaction 
in question 
had 
been doled. 
The Inventor of the 


story about Mr. Dcfeglas Robinson had 
not taken the trouble to find out the 
fact that Mr. Robinson had not had 
the slightest connection, directly or 
indirectly, of any kind or sort with 
any phase of the Panama transaction 
from beginning to end. The men who 
attacked Mr. Root In the matter had 
not taken the trouble to retd the pub­ 
lic documents which would have in­ 
formed them that Mr. Root had noth­ 
ing to do with the purchase, which 
was entirely arranged through the de­ 
partment of justice unde*- the then at­ 
torney general, Mr. Knox. 


String of Infamous Libels. 
Now, these stories, as a m atter of 
fact, need no Investigation whatever. 
No shadow of proof has been, or can 
be, produced on behalf of any of them. 
They consist simply of a string of in­ 
famous libels. 
In form, they are in 
part libels upon individuals, upon Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Robinson for instance. 
But they are in fact wholly and in 
form partly a libel upon the United 
States government. 
I do not believe 
We should concern ourselves with the 
particular individuals who wrote the 
lying and libelous editorials, articles 
from correspondents, or articles in 
the news columns. The real offender 
M Mr. Joseph / Pulitzer, editor and 
proprietor of the World. 
While the 
criminal offense of which Mr. Pulitzer 
has been guilty Is in form a libel upon 
individuals the great injury done is in 
blackening 
the good 
name of 
the 
American people; it should not beleft 
to the private citizen to sue Mr. Pulit- 
cer for libel. 
He should be prose­ 
cuted for libel by the government au­ 
thorities. 
In point of encouragement

As a m atter of fact the New Pan­

I directed or approved 
every action and am responsible for 
all that was done in carrying out the 
will of the congress and the provi­ 
sions of the law enacted by congress 
after exhaustive examination and dis­ 
cussion were scrupulously complied 
with by the executive.

transaction was pending I saw Mr. 
Cromwell but two or three times and 
my communications with him were 
limited to the exchange of purely for­ 
mal courtesies. 
Secretary Hay occa­ 
sionally saw him in the same manner. 
I doubt whether Mr. Root held any 
conversation with him.

Authority Granted by Congress. 
In the act approved June 29, 1902, 
“To provide for the construction of a 
canal connecting the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans,” the con­ 
gress provided as follows: 
"That the president of the United 
States ii’ hereby authorized to ac­ 
quire, for and on behalf of the United 
States, at a cost not exceeding $40,- 
000,000, the 
rights, privileges, fran­ 
chises. concessions, grants of land, 
right of way, unfinished work, plants 
and other property, real, personal and 
mixed, of every name and nature, 
owned by the new Panama Canal com­ 
pany of France on the isthmus of 


their communications were official as 
representing the two sides. I enclose 
copies of my correspondence with Mr. 
William 
Dudley 
Foulke, 
who 
first 
brought these scandalous stories to 
my attention, and which Senator Knox 
and Mr. Cromwell, to whom I wrote 
in response to the request of a gentle­ 
man who wished to know about the 
Stockholders in the Panama 
Canal 
company. 
The title to the Panama 
canal properties was 
vested in the 
new 
Panama 
Canal company 
of 
France, which was the legal owner 
thereof, and the old or so called De 
Lesseps company had a large equity 
therein. The title was not in a New 
Jersey company nor any other Amer­ 
ican company, nor did this govern 
ment have any dealings with 
any 
American company through the af­ 
fair. 
The exact legal status, to the 
most 
minute details, appears in the 
exhaustive opinion of Attorney Gen 
eral Knox, approving the title to be 
given to the United 
States, which 
clearly 
established 
that 
the 
only 
party dealt with was the new Panama 
Canal company of France (with the 
concurrence of the liquidator of the 
old company) and not any American 
corporation or syndicate. 


Not Interested in Shareholders. 


The action of the United States 
government was, of 
course, wholly 
uninfluenced by, and had nothing to 
do whatever with, any question as to 
who were, or who had been, the se 
curity holders of either the new or the 
old 
company. 
Who 
such 
security 
Panama, and 
all 
its 
maps, plans, | holders were was not our affair. 
If, 
drawings ami records on the isthmus 
of Panama and in Paris, including all 
the capital stock, not less, however, 
than 68,863 shares of the Panama 
Railroad company, owned by or held 
for the use of the said canal com­ 
pany, provided a satisfactory title to 
all of said property can be obtained.” 
It thereupon became the duty of the 
president, in execution of this statute, 
to purchase the property specified 
from the new Panama Canal company 
of France, provided he could obtain a 
satisfactory title. The department of 
^justice was instructed to examine the 
title and after such examination At­ 
torney General Knox reported that a 
satisfactory title could be obtained. 
Payment of the purchase price was 
thereupon made to the new Panama 
Canal company in accordance with 
the act of congress and the property 
was conveyed by that company to the 
United States. 
It was no concern of 
the president or of any officer of the 
executive department to inquire as U 


as a m atter of fact, the canal com­ 
panies, either or both, had been owned 
by American citizens or by citizens 
of any other nationality it would not 
have altered in the slightest degree 
the actiou taken by this government. 
Our concern was to get the canal 
property which was owned by the 
French company and to see that the 
title was clear. Our transactions were 
carried on openly and were published 
in detail and we dealt solely (so far 
as the Interests of the old Panama 
company were concerned) with the 
liquidator appointed 
by the proper 
French governmental body, the civil 


the liquidator of the old company, 
which was filed on June 25 last and 
formally approved by the civil tribunal 
of the Seine, together with a sum­ 
mary account prepared 
and signed 
by said liquidator as late as the 24th 
ult. 
Resolutions Ratifying Sale. 
I also transm it a translation of the 
two resolutions, with the vote upon 
them, adopted at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the 
new 
company 
held on April 23, 1904, for the purpose 
of finally ratifying the sale. All these

Inspection Denied Stranger. 
Recently a request was made by a 
private individual to Inspect the rec­

Later, under conditions not 
necessary now to rehearse, the com­ 
pany, by cable, accepted the appraise­ 
ment of $40,000,000 made by our com­ 
mission. 
This government, therefore, 
acquired all the properties and con­ 
cessions, both of canal and railroad. 
at its own valuation and price, the 
congress approving the price and au­ 
thorizing 
the 
expenditure 
of 
the 
money after the most exhaustive ex­ 
amination and discussion. 
I transm it herewith lists of the doc­ 
uments in the possession of the de­ 
partment of state, the department of 
Justice* and the department of war so 
that, if the congress sees fit, it may 
direct that they be printed. They are, 
and always have been, open to the 
examination of any member of the 
congress. There is no object In print­ 
ing them, but there is also no objec­ 
tion to printing them, save that it is 
a useless expense.

N. J., Dec. 15.—When 
court adjourned after two long ses­ 
sions consumed in wearisome exami­ 
nations of talesmen, six Jurors sat in 
the jury box competent to try Thorn­ 
ton J. Halns, author and story writer, 
on charges of being an accessory in 
the kilVing of William E. Annis. an 
editor, shot down at the Bay Side 
Yacht club last summer by Captain 
Peter C. Hains, Jr., of the United 
8tates army. 
The difficulty of secur­ 
ing a Jury because of opinions formed 
became apparent in the examination 
of talesmen and Justice Crane de­ 
cided that a night session be held. 
Justice Crane hopes that the trial 
may be concluded by the end of the 
week. 
The questioning of talesmen by 
Halns’ counsel indicates that the de­ 
fense will be based principally on the 
proposition 
that 
Thornton 
Hains, 
fearing that his brother’s life was in 
Jeopardy from the crowd at the club 
house, drew his revolver and held the 
crowd back. 
His act was one of de­ 
fense and not of offense, according to 
his counsel. 
John F. McIntyre, counsel for Halns, 
announced that Hains would take the 
witness stand In his own defense. He 
will likely tell of those events at Fort 
Hamilton which led up to the separa­ 
tion of Captain Hains and his wife 
and to the tragedy 
Mr. McIntyre 
will also offer In evidence the al­ 
leged confession made by Mrs. Claudia 
Halns to her husband. 
Counsel for the defense were sub­ 
poenaed by District Attorney Darrin 
to appear as witnesses in the case. 
Mr. Shay, of Hains’ counsel, said Mr. 
Darrin desired to Recure possession of 
certain letters written by Thornton J. 
Hains to Captain Hains laat spring 
asking him to return from the Philip- 
llnes. 
Thornton J. H lins took a lively in­ 
terest in the examination of talesmen 
and frequently chatted with his coun­ 
sel over some of the answers of pros­ 
pective Jurors. 
Hains *aid he had 
every confidence that he would eat 
Christmas dinner at home.

now be able to record an act as yet 
the fact that four minutes of song or 
music can be taken on the cylinder 
is a marked improvement.

JOHN RICHTER 
ACCIDENTLLY SHOT 


Resident of Ross Lake Killed 
Sunday by Bullet Meant for 
a Deer by Hunter 


IN DISTRICT COURT 


BROTHER-IN-LAW FIRED 
SHOT 


Was Hit In the Leg and Shock 
Brought on Heart Trouble 
to Which He was Subject 


Coroner Gibson returned last night 
from Aitkin where he was summoned 
Sunday night to view the remains of 
John Richter, who died from the effects 
of a bullet wound accidentally inflicted 
by his brother in-law, William Moritz. 
Richter, Moritz and Joseph Seeley, an­ 
other brother-in-law, who are residents 
of Ross Lake, were hunting deer on 
Sunday. 
Richter shot at a deer and it 
circled around toward Moritz, who was 
about 40 rods from Richter, and sep 
arated from him by thick brush. 
Mor­ 
itz fired at the deer and heard Richter 
yell. 
It took him some little time to 
reach him through the brush and when 
he found him, he was bleeding from a 
bullet wound in his leg just above the 
knee. The artery had been punctured 
but Moritz and Seeley succeeded in 
checking the flow of blood. Shortly af­ 
ter the shooting Richter, who was sub­ 
ject to heart disease, began to com 
plain of pains in his chest and died in 
about three hours. 
The remains were brought to Aitkin 
and Undertaker Marr, of that place, 
refused to touch them and telephoned 
to ( oroner Gibson who went up on the 
train Monday morning. After hearing 
the statements of Moritz and Seeley 
and also of a couple of brothers of 
Richter Mr. Gibson concluded that no 
inquest was necessary and gave the 
necessary burial permit. The funeral 
and interment took place in Aitkin to­ 
day.

have held that “the Herzegovina," a • 
a select few call it, is Turkish lur ”tb 
laud of stones,“ but the prevailing 
view is thiit it comes from the Ger 
man “herzog” (uukej, thai tide ha^m„ 
been conferred upon the holder of thi- 
country by the emperor in Ilks. “Her 
zog" Is our own forefathers’ "here 
toga,” army chief, the name they gave 
in time oi war to the "alderman” of 
lines of 1 ie ice 
London Standard. 


Tsze Hsl, the empress dow ager of 
thina. who recently died In Pekin. 
Was known as the “western em press.” 
She was 
born on Nov 17. 1834, and 
was the 
child of poor persons who 
lived in Pekin. 
At an early age, fol­ 
lowing a common practice in China, 
she was 
sold as a slave by her par­ 
ents on account of 
their poverty. She 
became the property of a famous gen 
era I, who, enchanted with her beauty 


1 Adopted her and offered her as a pres 


I ent to the reigning emperor, Hsien 
Feng. 
She so charmed the emperor 
by her looks and intelligence that he 
made her his secondary wife and on 
her bearing him a son, the future Em 
peror Tung c hih, raised ber to the 
first rank. 
On his death she became 
the regent of the empire, adm inister­ 
ing the national affairs with more 
vigor than any of her predecessors. 
The empress dowager was In China 
A “foreigner.” being a Manchu, and 
was under the ban of Chinese pa­ 
triots and an increasing antl-M anchu 
party, whk-b sought the suppression 
of the dynasty or at least the restora­ 
tion of the Manchu emperor to the 
throne. 
She wore the Manchu gar­ 
ments, but her speech was Chinese. 
She was dominating, to the last de­ 
gree and magnetic aud seemed to be 
all seeing to ber courtiers, who stood 
as if on eggs in her presence. 
Among the populace she was feared 
and hated, principally because of ber 
treatm ent of the emperor, for whom 
the enlightened and the common peo­ 
ple had a sym pathetic liking. She was 
commonly referred to as ‘‘the old 
Buddha,” and her character In the 
eyes of the masses was that of the 
tyrant of the emperor. 
She was a 
law unto herself. 
She violated the 
constitution of the dynasty that for­ 
bids a woman ruler and broke the 
sacred customs given by the sages. 
She relentlessly ordered all betrothals 
and marriages in the imperial house­ 
hold, family and imperial court and 
supervised scrupulously the conduct of 
Individuals. 
Two nominal emperors succeeded to 
the title held by her husband, and she 
was responsible for both. She put her 
son, Tung Chih, on the throne, and on 
bis sudden death enthroned the son of 


her dead husband's brother. 
The lat­ 
ter was the late Em peror Kwang Sen. 
She dethroned him In 1900 and made 
Bn Chun, son of Prince Tuan, heir ap­ 
parent without authority, as the suc­ 
cession in china la.only rightfully de­ 
term ined by the emjieror. 
She then 
degraded Bu C hun in obedience to the 
m andate of the allies because bis fa­ 
ther was the palace leader of the 
Boxers and restored Kwang Sen. D ur­ 
ing the minority of her own son she 
ruled through her appointed regent, 
Prince Kung. 
She was then an un­ 
disputed tyrant, who forbade any one 
consulting 
the 
“eastern 
em press,” 
Hsien Feng’s real wife, on political 
m atters. 
But in 1881 the “eastern 
empress” died, leaving her autocrat in 
both name aud deed. 
As to political wisdom, her talents 
appeared to be strictly limited to the 
narrow 
field 
of the 
palace. 
This 
ground she knew well. 
She personal­ 
ly passed, however, on much of the 
business with foreign nations, which 
she woald decide on the advice of the 
councilors. 
But in the realm of in­ 
ternational politics hers was a long 
record of wayw ardness and lack of 
knowledge. 
She 
seemed 
to 
have 
learned 
nothing 
from 
the suppres­ 
sion In 1864 of the Taiping rebellion 
through the instrum entality of for­ 
eigners or from the invasion by the 
allies who took Pekin In 1800 and de­ 
stroyed the sum m er palace. 
She in­ 
spired the declaration of w ar in 1894. 
and. 
although 
it 
recoiled 
on 
the 
throne, she apparently saw no signifi­ 
cance in the defeat by the Japanese. 
for in 1900 she entered ut»on a strug­ 
gle for a third time with ail the for­ 
eign nations combined. 
The greatest of her political acts 
was the coup d’etat of 1898. 
In this 
she 
showed 
her 
power, 
combining 
craftiness and courage 
She stooped 
to the role of reform er that she might 
conquer, and when she had perfected 
the disguise she slaughtered the re­ 
formers and incarcerated the em per­ 
or. in whose name she had acted, 
keeping him a prisoner for nearly two 
years 
Following tills she champion­ 
ed tho Boxer war. which proved to be 
the greatest stain of the Manchu rule. 
The personal qualities of the em­ 
press down ier are said to have been 
great and such as belong to a gifted 
woman. 
Though whimsical and stub­ 
born and exacting with her officials 
and often pettish and jealous with the 
women of t*u« court, she had a gift 
of humor and sometimes turned a sol­ 
emn audience Into a laughing one 
Beginning lier career as “the beau­ 
tiful concubine.” she represented at 
the close the decadence of the Man­ 
chus. 
thou h 
her career 
has 
been 
more wonderful than that of any fe­ 
male sovereign of her time, and si 
was called "the only man in China, 
^he 
managed 
the 
empire 
without 
modern advisers, and, as far as the 


reports of her people went. managed 
It well, for she put down three rebel­ 
lion*. 
It has been said of ber that 
she was a more able ruler than any 
man who aat upon the dragon throne.

Jumped to death on the rooks below 
The others stuck to the car. and one 
was crushed by the wheels of the ad­ 
vancing engine, but the other man 
was tossed uninjured into a clump of
